Then there are a number of the older kinds that are very hard 
to propagate. It is seldom we are able to offer such kinds as 
Gilbert, Diderot, LaPlace, Pres. Lincoln, and Lucie Baltet. So 
when you see these listed in our catalog, you should order them 
at once. We do not like to book orders though in advance.

Edith Cavell 


One should study a Lilac variety over a period of several years before passing final judgment 
upon ‘t. We were not so much impressed with Edith Cavell over other double whites until we 
had it blooming on well established plants. Then it began to show its true worth. There is only 
one other double white that in our estimation compares with it and that is Miss Elen Willmott. 
But there is a difference between the two. Willmott is later, more compact, and a shorter truss. 
Edith Cavell is longer in truss, more open, and slightly tinted cream, while Willmott is pure white. 
There is no better double white. As a rule we run short of this Lilac before the season is over. 
Better order early to be sure of getting this variety. 
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De Miribel 


There is no Lilac that can be used as a good substitute for De Miribel. Last fall we filled our 
orders until our stock was exhausted, and we held over many late orders for delivery this fall. 


These orders must be filled first. (Our stock is not large and for this reason, we prefer to use

ALPHONSE LAVALLEE. D. Blue. Tall, robust growing; makes a very 
shapely bush. Panicles long, broad, shapely, and compact. Opens an 
intense blue, but as the florets develop it changes to a beautiful shade 
of lavender.

CAPITAINE BALTET. S. Enormous trusses of single flowers of the 
greatest size. A uniform ruddy purple-lilac. A comparatively new 
variety not widely distributed, but which by Lilac connoisseurs is 
pronounced one of Lemoine’s best singles. It is one of the most 
profuse bloomers of all, the bush sometimes being almost hidden by 
the great panicles. This is classed among the twelve or fifteen best 
of all Lilacs. 2 to 3 ft., $5.00 


CHARLES JOLY. D. Purple-red. One of the best of the double dark 
reds. Bush medium both in size and height, limbs growing very up- 
right. Rather large blooms, held erect well above the foliage: very 
striking 2 to 3 ft., $2.00; 3 to 4 ft., $3.00 


CHARLES SARGENT. D. Medium tall growing variety. Very shapely 
and vigorous plant. Color a beautiful light lavender. Very double 
flower with florets very full; long, narrow, pointed petals.

CHARLES X. S. One of the older varieties that is still in great demand 
because of its profuse blooming qualities and also because it is one 
of the very best varieties of all for cut flowers.

DE MIRIBEL. S. Dark bluish violet. This is by far the darkest of all 
our Lilacs. It is always admired by those who see it in bloom in our 
nursery because it is so distinct in color from all the others. It is one 
of the choicest in the entire line. Panicles rather slender, long, com- 
pact, and upright. Very noticeable. This is one blue you should 
really have. You will note we often have to omit this fine variety 
from our list as the demand is greater than our supply. A late variety.

DE SAUSSURE. D. Medium sized, compact, slender spike. Buds open 
deep wine-red with touches of white in the points of the petals, giv- 
ing the bloom an interesting effect. As the flower develops it fades 
to a deep rose color. This is a red that is admired by all who visit us 
during Lilac season.

EDMOND BOSSIER. S. This is a new single red or red-purple that 
pleases us very, very much. It is the latest of the single reds except 
possibly Volcan, and the other is so exceedingly soft and rich that we 
class it as a “must have” Lilac. The above was written some 3 years 
ago. Since then our Lilacs have given us 3 years more of bloom. 
Our show bushes are 3 years older. This Lilac has grown in favor. 
So far there are three greatest reds: Congo, medium deep red; 
Monge, brilliant deep red; and Edmond Bossier, deep dark purple- 
red. One is as good as the other but they all differ much in shade.

EDITH CAVELL. D. A very showy, creamy white; buds suffused cream 
and pale sulphur. Panicles extra large, long and cone-shaped. This 
Lilac is as large and as fine as Miss Ellen Willmott, but is a different 
type of flower. Ellen Willmott is more compact and perfect in form 
while the panicle of Edith Cavell is a trifle more open and more lace- 
like in effect. The individual florets are a trifle larger than those of 
Ellen Willmott. Every fine collection should have both. They are 
the two great double white Lilacs and it is difficult to choose between 
the two.

JULES SIMON. An erect growing variety with very clean limbs and 
a heavy, clean, light green foliage. Expanding buds show much bright 
intense rose. Opening truss becomes a very rich, clear, velvety light 
blue. This variety always commands attention from our visitors dur- 
ing the blooming season.

LEON GAMBETTA. D. Panicles of the greatest size. Buds and re- 
verse of petals very pink, which gives the flower a general pink effect. 
Deep pink buds open into very double little roselike florets of the 
daintiest pink and lavender. We still say it is the finest of all Lilacs 
and we want to emphasize this. There are many fine Lilacs, but we 
believe this is the most beautiful of all. 2 to 3 ft., $5.00

MACROSTACHYA. 5S. One of the old varieties seldom seen nowadays. 
An upright grower with clean light green foliage. Panicles rather 
slender, held upright, a very delicate pink, almost white, irregularly 
bordered with a deeper pink. This is distinct in color from all others.

MISS ELLEN WILLMOTT. D. A large bush with very stout limbs and 
large, thick, light green leaves. The flowers come in immense panicles 
of creamy white, made up of double florets almost twice the size of 
those of any other double white except Edith Cavell. Plant this 
variety and Edith Cavell and you have the two best double whites.

MME. ANTOINE BUCHNER. S. Of all of the truly pink varieties we 
grow, we classify this as the best. This variety we purchased originally 
under the name of Georges Bellair and have listed it as such until 
recently when we discovered its true name. We have always regarded 
it as one of our very best Lilacs. It is a late tall-growing variety with 
long shapely open trusses. When seen in the bud it is a decided deep 
pink, but as the florets open they are a pinkish white heavily overlaid 
with intensely rosy pink.

MME. FELIX. S. A new single white that we like very much. Nicely 
formed bush, nice foliage. Beautiful long, shapely panicles of pure 
rich white.

Morel gave to the world one truly 
great Lilac, this one, and it is truly a masterpiece, one of the great, 
great Lilacs.

MME. LEMOINE. D. One of the best of the older whites; a snow-white 
without tinge of cream.

Outside of Edith Cavell and Ellen Willmott this is the next 
best white and a splendid white at that. A very shapely growing 

_ bush and one of the most sweetly scented of all Lilacs. The bush 
does not seem to be affected by late spring frosts.

FOLLOW THESE DIRECTIONS CAREFULLY 


To allow the French Lilac its natural spread, the plants should be 
set not less than 8 feet apart. Dig a hole as large as a bushel basket. 
Fill back with rich top soil mixed with one-third part well-rotted 
cow manure if same is obtainable, and tramp down firmly until you 
can place the plants on this soil so that when roots are spread out 
naturally, the crown will be from 4 to 6 inches deeper than it was in 
the nursery row. 


Work the soil carefully among the roots until the hole is half full; 
then tramp this down unusually hard. Then fill the hole full of water. 
After this has settled away fill the hole with loose mellow soil until 
it is rounding full, then tramp lightly. Keep plants well hoed. Where 
planting is done in the fall, place a coarse mulch 6 inches deep about 
the bushes the first winter to keep ground from heaving. 


FERTILIZERS 


A Lilac lkes a sweet soil and responds wonderfully to applications of lime. Use 
4 quarts of lime to a large bush each year if you have an acid soil. Otherwise lime 
is unnecessary. All seed houses usually carry lime or your County Agent may be 
able to gve you this information. Any good, well balanced fertilizer can be used 
with good results. ‘ 

Heavy application of well-rotted barnyard manure every year covering the 
ground about the bushes is best. 
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A French Lilac two years old after being set out as a 2- to 3-ft. bush. This is a 
picture taken in our fields of such a bush, 





MONGE. S. One of the newer varieties which seems to deserve the 


name of the best red Lilac. Plant habit good. Panicle very broad at 
base developing into a very nice cone. Color a brilliant deep rich red 
which holds unusually long in the sun. This is the brightest red Lilac. 
Not red-purple, but really red. If one likes red this is the Lilac.

MONTAIGNE. D. Those who like large blooms will find in Montaigne 


a flower to their heart’s desire. The bush is very tall and upright. 
The blooms carried at the top of the stems are simply amazing. From 
memory, we would describe the color as a soft, almost uniform 
creamy pink, with just a faint suggestion of rose. A strong grower.

OLIVIER DE SERRES. D. A clear, clean, uniform light blue. The bush 


is tall and a good grower. The large double flowers are packed closely 
on the stem. Panicles are very large and the general effect of the 
plant when in full bloom is simply amazing. Like all of these Lilacs 
one does not see this variety at its very best until the plant is from 
8 to 10 years of age. We class it as a Lilac of the very highest quality.

PAUL THIRION. D. Although this Lilac was first sent out in 1915, 


it is still very scarce. Of all the Lilacs we would say that this one 
taken from a distance is the richest looking of all Lilacs. The trusses 
are large and composed of very double florets of an intense claret-rose. 
The buds are bright rich red, not purple. A red blending into rose.

PRESIDENT GREVY. D. Light blue. Immense panicles; very double 


and symmetrical. A clear, soft, delicate blue—President Grevy is one 
of the older sorts and still one of the most desirable.

CONTROL OF PESTS 


‘PESTS: Oystershell scale and the Lilac borer are about the only enemies of the 
Lilac. For oystershell scale use as a spray either lime-sulphur or an oil spray. Use 
liquid lime-sulphur in preference to dry at the rate of 1 part to 7 parts water, or 
if the oil spray is used; then at the rate of 1 part to 15 parts water. In using the 
oil spray be sure the sprayer is thoroughly cleaned out before putting in the oil. 
Lime-sulphur spray should be applied just as the buds are beginning to show green, 


while the oil spray shuld be used just before the buds show any green. 


The LILAC BORER is best handled by prevention. If bushes are kept well cul- 
tivated and growing, there is but little borer trouble. Where the borer is at work, 
he may be taken and killed by 1unning a small wire into the hole and twsting it 
around to accomplish this. One can also shoot carbon bisulphide into the furrow 


of the borer with a medicine or fountain pen dropper; then plug up the entrance 





with putty or gum. ; 





Edmond Bossier 


We had the above color picture made to illustrate the great red Lilac Congo. But it illustrates perfectly, as 
we have stated before, the equally great Lilac Edmond Bossier, except that there should be just a trifle more 
purple in the red. Of the two Lilacs we believe Edmond Bossier the richer in color. It looks like a piece of 
rich purple-red velvet. The above color picture also illustrates almost perfectly the beautiful single red Monge. 
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Decaisne 


Decaisne is one of the truly outstanding Lilacs. We are fortunate this season in being able to illustrate it in 
color.- The panicles are of average size, graceful, erect, and of a beautiful shade of light blue, with the blue over- 
laid with strong tones of rose-pink. The plant is of medium size and is one of our very best blooming varieties. 
Both Decaisne and Pres. Lincoln have single florets while Olivier de Serres has double florets. But for Lilacs 


classified as blue these three fine varieties lead the parade. 
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PRESIDENT LINCOLN. S. A new single blue Lilac that is now show- 
ing up very fine. It is an American Lilac by Dunbar and is a rich 
clear blue. This is the blue Lilac which stood out so conspicuously 
in the great Lilac collection of Col. Plum as a real advance in blue 
Lilacs. A real blue. 2 to 3 ft., $5.00 


PRESIDENT LOUBET. D. Red. One of the very choicest. Medium 
height plant. Panicles appear rather small just as the florets begin to 
open but they slowly develop as the florets continue to open until 
they become immense. A bright red in the bud stage, but showing 
considerable white on the inner edge of the opened petal.

RUHM VON HORSTENSTEIN. S. A Lilac that produces blooms of the 
greatest size even on small bushes set out but two years. It is an even 
toned light red-purple.

People marvel at the immense blooms of this variety on bushes not 
more than 4 feet high. Bloom so profuse some years as to almost 
hide the foliage.

the foliage. Color a brilliant intense rich purple-red, that holds up | 


well in the sun and lasts a long time. Bush large and a very profuse 
bloomer.

STADTGARTNER ROTHPLETZ. D: An upright growing shrub with 
long, cone-shaped panicles.

VICTOR LEMOINE. D. This is about the most wonderful of all the 
French Lilacs. It is no wonder that Victor Lemoine, the originator, 
gave to it his own name. We class it as one of the three or four very 
best, if not the best. Florets are very double like little double Roses. 
These are gathered into panicles of the largest size, and the color 
effect is simply indescribable. The general effect is a soft rosy pink 
overlaid with a delicate blue-lavender. This is also one of the very 
latest to bloom. It is a self color. It is a great Lilac. Only a few to 
spare. 


WILLIAM ROBINSON. D. Invariably well liked. Very compact pan- 
icles, almost round. When florets are about to open, the bloom gives 
a very striking pinkish red effect which gives place to a lavender as 
the florets fully open and their reverse side turns back. Very much 
admired. 2 to 3 ft., $2.00; 3 to 4 ft., $2.50

Why Lilacs May Fail to Bloom 


We are asked a number of times during the course of the year, 
“Why do my Lilacs fail to bloom?” 


It is impossible to answer this question satisfactorily by letter. 
There are a number of reasons why Lilacs fail to bloom. We 
cannot tell which special reason is applicable in each individual 
case. We are giving a number of causes in this catalog.and leav- 
ing you to decide which of these fit your individual problem. 


We have no difficulty here at the nursery. Our plants are 
loaded with flowers each year and if your plants are not giving 
satisfactory bloom, some one of the following causes must be 
responsible. 


1. Your plants may not have been handled carefully enough when you made your 
planting. The roots may have been exposed to the air and some of the vitality of 
the plant weakened. A bundle of Lilacs comes to you and this bundle is often 
opened up and the plants separated and looked over. Then they are laid out in 
the sun or shade while the holes for them are dug and the planting goes on., The 
plants grow but they -received a setback from this exposure of, the roots and it 
often takes two or three years to overcome this mistreatment. 


2. It may be the roots were not spread out carefully and soil packed tightly 
about them at planting time. The roots may have become jammed in a cramped 
and twisted mass in the hole, and growth stunted. In filling in the hole dry dirt 
may have been pulled in over the roots and so reduced the vitality of the plant 
as to check its right growth for several years. 


3. The young plant may be planted so close to trees or larger shrubs as to rob 
it of much of its vitality. 


4. It may be in too much shade or in dry gravelly soil. Lilacs like a rich heavy 
soil but not a wet acid soil. 


5. It may be your plants are making altogether too much growth and that such 
growth needs checking. Or they may have formed a great mass of heavy branches 
from the ground with a tremendous branchy top growth and have reached a point 
where they have stopped going forward and produce no bloom. If your plants are 
making a very rapid growth, sending out long new shoots with no bloom, go 
through your plants about the middle of June and trim out about one-half of the 
new growth back to the old wood. This will have a tendency to cause blooming 
buds to set on the balance of the new growth for the next year. If your bushes 
have a great many branches from the ground and many short top branches go 
through your plants in March in the north or earlier in the South (before the sap 
starts) and cut out about one-half of the old branches to the ground. This will 
cause a new growth which no doubt will bring the plant into heavy blooming. 


_ Now any of the foregoing causes might be the reason your Lilacs are not bloom- 
ing. You are in a position to analyze your difficulty much better than we. We 
have no further information to offer.

“T came, I saw, I was conquered—thrilled. A mere bystander this 
time I stood on the fringe of the crowd that gathered about the 
twenty-one judges who were picking the 1934 Grand Prize Peony, 
and with almost as much inner emotion as when in 1932 I saw my 
own SOLANGE shifted to the center of the stage, I watched the 
elimination process. I saw them pick up those two wonderful blooms 
of La Lorraine, and oh, what a flower! I joined them in my keen 
admiration as sheer merit and appealing purity forced them to rec- 
ognize the marvelous beauty and glorious formation of the new and 
coming MRS. J. V. EDLUND. I admired with them many other 
startling blooms produced this year under such baffling weather con- 
ditions. But the queen could not be denied her glory for with all 
that grace and charm that last year gave her the crown at the 
Chicago World’s Fair, there she stood, a perfect flower, beautiful as 
a dream, strong and sturdy, perfectly formed and fresh as the morn- 
ing, and not a word of protest was heard when the ballots were 
counted and before the official announcement, the whispered word 
swept over the crowd—HANSINA BRAND. 

A. S. Gowen, president of the Minnesota Garden Flower 
Society, grower of the bloom, modestly received the shower of con-
